I agree that the President's European trip in June will present an 


excellent opportunity to consolidate and build on the benefits derived from 
his November 18 zero option proposal for INF. 


Another imaginative proposal 
by the President could do much to neutralize the well-meaning but i11- 
founded proposals being advanced by peace groups both here and abroad. It 
could serve to keep the Soviets on the defensive and to counteract any 
possible gains accruing to the USSR from Brezhnev's recent moratorium 
announcement. 


2. I believe, however, that selecting an appropriate initiative for the 
President to tender deserves careful study. A verification initiative is 


one possibility, assuming that on-going studies in the START and INF IGs 
of this very complex subject are far enough advanced to permit articulation 
of a new approach to verification that will catch the imagination of publics 
both home and abroad. In this respect, we should be careful not to advance 
proposals for specific verification measures that could be construed in 
Europe and elsewhere as obstacles to negotiations and raise questions about 
the President's sincerity and dedication to arms reductions.

There are, of course, other possible initiatives the President could 
take in this regard. He could, for example: 


-- Present an outline of our approach to a START agreement, 


or some specific element which would have the desired 
effect; 


-- Propose confidence building measures (as opposed to 
verification measures) which would appeal to those who 
believe we can find common ground with the Soviets 
through frank exchanges of views. Examples are: 


* Periodic meetings of the Secretary of Defense 
and Chairman of the Joint Chiefs with their 


Soviet counterparts to discuss matters of 
mutual concern;
